San Gabriel Dam Is One

(Editorial from Los Angeles Examiner) 


T 


HE enterprising pepplc of San Gabriel 


valley, having- won their long struggle 


for flood control, are further proving their 
right to be called far-sighted and progressive 
by planning the most effective utilization of 
the great dam to be built in the San Gabriel 
canyon. 


J. L. Matthews, editor of the Covina 


Argus and one of the first advocates of the 
project, thus summarizes a few of the "by- 
product" .benefits to come from building tlie 
greatest dam of its kind in the world: 


"Construction of a fine mountain 


highway from the mouth of the can- 
yon at Azusa up Cattle canyon to the 
north of Old Baldy and on into Pine 
camp, the county's pleasure ground, 
and the eventual converting of all the 
great canyon into recreation places 
for many thousands of people every 
day in. the 'year. 


"Building the largest city in the 


county east of the San Gabriel river 
on the territory known as the river 
cone, between Baldwin Park and 
Azusa, a city of small homes and in- 
dustrial plants. 


"Construction of a concrete moun- 


tain boulevard from the mouth of the 
canyon up the north fork, over Mount 
Islip to Little Bock creek and the 
Antelope valley, joining with the main 
highway to Bakersfield." 


The editor and others als^list many ad- 


ditional attractive possibilities. Opening up 
*ho beautiful scenic country that lies above 
the dam site is one of them. This will put 
within easy reach heavily-wooded sections 
that are now almost inaccessible; fire hazard 
will be decreased and the watershed" pre- 
served. 


A natural part of that program will be 


to reforest burnt over areas of the slopes. 
In the years to come the San Gabrial moun- 
tains may be made one of the most delightful 
regions in the California domain through 
carrying out this policy. 


There may be many resorts above the 


dam, public as well as private, all within not 
more than two hours' drive of the most 
thickly-settled portions of the county. That 
opportunity alone is worth a large part of 
the cost of this flood control feature. 


The valley itself is due for a transforma- 


tion. With the menace of flood forever re; 
moved, a general plan of highway, park and 
bridge construction may be carried out. One 
of the most charming sections of. Soiithern 
California will be mafte even more delightful. 


And there is, of course, the enormously 


important feature of water conservation, the 
stored flood runoff in the dam will percolate 
through the gravel beds and restore the 
water table in the lowlands. 


There is little doubt that the $25,000,000 


which Los Angeles county is putting into the 
dam will prove one of the best investments 
this district ever made.

Good Roads and the Farmer— 


(Upland News): For all the feverish road building 


that has been going on during the past six or eight years 
but 472,961, or barely more than' 7 per cent of the 6,371,- 
640 farms operated in the United States in 1925, were on 
permanently hard surfaced roads. About double that num- 
ber were on gravelled roads, a total on first class or fairly 
adequate highways of only about 22 per cent of the whole. 
This is according to a survey made by the United States 
census bureau. 


The city man, e,ven when he is but a casual user of 


country roads, has become fairly well convinced of the 
public value of their improvement. His rural brother is 
still inclined to doubt that he is getting something of value 
|orjnfinitely less than its cost to him. And frequently it 
Is 'tEe 'farm'gf WlnHif'Still isulateA-ity-nrod-wPo doubts- the 
most stubbornly.

Aircraft Production— 


(Puente Journal) : Of minor importance as yet in the 


United States, the manufacture of aircraft, nevertheless, 
developed rapidly last year. The census bureau announces 
an increase over 1925 of 65 per cent. Airplanes produced 
numbered 1,179; seven seaplanes also were made. The 
^totals are small compared with units made available in 
other forms of transportation, yet the percentage of in- 
crease may be most significant. Air travel is gaining. 
Planes are used regularly in mail service and there are 
some private express routes. 
As a vehicle for carrying 


passengers over regular routes, planes are little used thus 
far in this country, although in Europe that field is being 
developed. 
Probably it will get more attention in the 


United States later. 


Despite accidents from time to time, flying without 


question is becoming safer. 
Machines are better made 


„ and pilots are more proficient. The government has recog- 


nized the potentialities of the latest form of travel by 
establishing a bureau in the department of commerce that 
is devoted to its interests. A regulatory code for traffic 
in the air has been promulgated. Communities everywhere 
are becoming interested in* the establishment of flying 
fields. As an aid in commerce planes are making a place 
for themselves and, perhaps, are making it more rapidly 
than can be said, leaving to the future the answer to the 
question as to whether aircraft may sometimes be used 
extensively in passenger travel. 


The transportation revolution accomplished by the 


automobile may be duplicated. It is to be remembered 
that the need for (Tarrying grows. 
Traffic requirements 


have been estimated to double every ten years. If some 
genius solves the problem of vertical flight, which would 
do away with the necessity for large fields that planes now 
require, the future of aircraft would be almost limitless, 
assuming that progress continues in making them safe. 


The Old West Passes— 


Henry Millev, a German boy, came to California with 


six American dollars, and when lie died he owned <md 
controlled 22,000 square miles of Pacific coast acreage. 
Not 22,000 acres, but 22,000 square miles—a domain much 
larger than some of the federated principalities. 
It 


stretched from the upper San Joaquin valley far into 
Arizona, and he raised and sold millions of cattle during 
his time. 


The Miller and Lux ranch in California is being sub- 


divided into ranches the ordinary fanner can handle, and 
one acre now produces more than a hundred acres of the 
old days. 


On tiie Miller and Lux ranch the cook wagons and 


complete camp outfits always followed the steam harvester 
and separator when operations began on the grain areas, 
and crews made camp where nightfall overtook them. 


Much of this vast holding is already cultivated^ inten- 


sively, and soon it all will be a united kingdom of small 
farms. 
The old west was staggering in the size of its 


operations, but always picturesque. But the new west will 
feed more people, and with more comfort the people ought 
to be happier, if they are not.

Start Building 


Dam Railroad 


With material arriving daily, con- 


struction of the eleven-mile railroad 
and highway from Azusa to the site 
of the $25,000,000 San Gabriel dam 
will start about June C, when first 
shipments of rails are expected to 
arrive, according to R. H. Travers, 
contractor, who will lay the ties and 
rails and pave the highway. 


The ties arrived this week and will 


be distributed along the right of way 
just as soon as the county supervis- 
ors accept the roadbed, which has 
been completed by the Ne.'ada Con- 
tracting company. 


The canyon highway will, be sur- 


faced with crushed rock and oil and 
the contractor estimated that the 
section between Azusa and the river 
will be completed by the time the 
bridge is ready to continue with the 
upper section. 


Appraisal of canyon laud above the 


dam site is now being made. It is 
estimated that the completed dam 
will form a lake with a shore line of 
thirty miles.

There are a lot oi 
"best" towns, and as we peddle B 
lot of that "bull" in California I 
took this information with due al- 
lowance. When they began raving 
about Springfield being the capital 
of the egg industry of the United 
States I just wanted to reach over 
and switch them off. As we were the 
guests of an architect and a booster, 
I did not dispute his claims—but we 
gather a few eggs in California. 


From Springfield to St. Louis you 


travel over a rolling country covered 
with scrub oak. We saw so .much of 
this that we were fed up on it, and 
its agricultural possibilities are few. 
Farther north we came into a graz- 
ing country, 'and if I were going to 
be a cow I would want to live in 
Missouri, for they have shade and 
running water in their pastures in-, 
stead of mud-holes. 


At St. Louis we saw plenty of 


evidence that they had not suffered 
from lack of rain, and in East St. 
Louis some of the highways were 
under several feet of water, and 
thanks to the efficiency of the auto 
club, we got routed over roads that 
were all right and had no difficulty 
i| in getting through.

This brings us to the Hoosier state, 


where we plan to stop for a few 
weeks and wait for summer. Spring 
is backward and very wet and we 
would like to transfer some of this 
water to Arizona, where it is badly 
needed.
